Here we go again! 


Critics of the late Enoch Powell are 
always fond of proclaiming that his ‘rivers of 
blood’ prediction — as they put it — has proved 
untrue. In fact, Mr. Powell never used those 
exact words but said: “I see the River Tiber 
foaming with blood...” He was, as every 
orator claims the right to do, using a little 
poetic licence to illustrate a real point. He 
was predicting bloodshed as a consequence 
of the multi-racial experiment in Britain. He 
made no precise predictions about how much 
bloodshed or when. Set in this context, who 
can today argue, in all seriousness, that he 
was not right? As long ago as the early 
1980s, events in more than forty towns and 
cities up and down Britain vindicated Powell’s 
prognosis. Ferocious riots broke out in which 
the perpetrators were undeniably mostly black. 
It was not even possible to cite white ‘racism’ 
as an excuse for these outbreaks — although 
numerous left-wing journalists made the 
attempt. Neither the BNP nor any other so- 
called ‘racist’ organisation was anywhere to 
be seen during these orgies of violence, 
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burning and looting; this was sheer naked 
criminality, with the British police being the 
targets, as well as numerous shop-owners 
whose premises were either emptied or set on 
fire. Sometimes the fire brigades came in for 
it too as they arrived to put the fires out. 
During these spells of mayhem a great deal 
of blood undoubtedly flowed. 

But the establishment of politics and the 
mass media never drew the proper lessons 
from this episode. They continued insisting 
that their multi-racial society would work out 
happily in the end once these little teething 
difficulties had been overcome. 

In subsequent years they have tried to 
claim that this forecast has been proved 
correct, telling us that now things are differ- 
ent and that white and non-white are all 
living happily together in multi-racial bliss. 
But the facts have continued to contradict 
them, even if there has not been a single 
explosion of big riots in many places all 
within a short time, as in 1981. There have in 
fact been a series of simmering racial 
troubles, sometimes escalating into larger 
outbreaks, throughout the past two decades. 
Elsewhere in this issue we have put the 
spotlight on the ongoing state of race war 
between Asians and Whites in Oldham — just 
the most prominent case among many in 
towns, mainly in the North of England, 
where the former have settled. in large 
numbers. These troubles have, for much of 
the time, not been reported in the national 
news media — no doubt in pursuit of a policy 
to play them down. But now and then rioting 
has boken out on a scale which it has been 
impossible even for these media to conceal. 
There was a big flare-up in Bradford in 1995, 
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followed shortly after by two more in Luton 
(Bedfordshire) and then Leeds. Then at the 
end of the same year Brixton (South London), 
a familar scene of previous conflagrations, 
erupted again. But once more we were 
treated to soothing assurances that the multi- 
racial society was, nevertheless, working, 
and Enoch had been proved wrong. 

Then last month, again in Bradford, it all 
flared up again. So what happened this time? 

By general consent, the trouble started at 
the Coach House pub in an area known as 
Lydgett Green. The circumstances were ironic 
and perhaps told their own story. A Hindu 
businessman had booked a room on the 
premises for the celebration of the wedding 
of one of his daughters to a white man. By 
his own later account, he saw this gathering 
as a celebration, not only of his daughter’s 
marriage, but of ‘racial harmony’. 

But downstairs in the bar racial harmony 
was not exactly the order of the day. A 
furious row broke out between one group — 
described as mostly though not wholly white 
— and a group of young Asians. As the row 
escalated, the landlord told both groups to 
leave. Out in the street it became really 
violent and, by all accounts, the Asians got 
the worst of it and were chased away. 

Then the familiar ‘bush telegraph’ oper- 
ation got going. Mobile ’phones worked over- 
time, and before long a large mob of Asian 
reinforcements had arrived on the scene. By 
this time the original Whites had dispersed, 
and the mob had no-one to vent their rage 
upon. So what did they do? They went on a 
berserk rampage, attacking the pub and some 
other pubs in the vicinity and setting fire to 
shops and cars (see front page photo). An 
orgy of violence occurred throughout the 
area. Police were called — in fact the landlord 
of the Coach House had called them as soon 
as he sensed trouble was brewing. They took 
three hours to arrive. All told, despite the 
hundreds involved, they managed to make 
three arrests! By general consent of locals 
later interviewed in the papers, their per- 
formance was pathetic. “Absolutely useless,” 
said one. This was no doubt the fault, not of 
the ordinary constables on duty, but of their 
superiors, who had clearly given ‘softly- 
softly’ orders to them. They had presumably 
been told: “Don’t aggravate the situation” — 
which in plain English meant “Do nothing!” 

So terror reigned for several hours in a 
district of a British city. Now of course, there 
are agonised post-mortems. What happened? 
It seems that most investigative reporters 
have been concerned to find out how the row 
in the bar started. Were the Whites making 
‘racist’ remarks? Of course, every little hack 
of a journalist would just love to eastablish 
that they were. Probably we will never know 
the full truth because those involved will not 
want to come forward and implicate them- 
selves. However, it is at this point that we 


need to stand back a little from the picture 
and acknowledge two facts that are inescap- 
able. 

The first is that, on all too many occasions 
when Whites and members of ethnic minor- 
ities find themselves sharing the same space, 
there is the potential for trouble. Whoever 
actually starts the trouble — whether one side 
or the other side makes the first provocative 
gesture or remark — this is the reality. And 
consideration of racial problems must deal 
with realities and not dwell in fantasies about 
what ‘should’ be if we were all good little 
non- racists. Nothing like this ever existed in 
Britain before the mid-twentieth century 
multi-racial experiment got under way. 

The other inescapable fact is that, on all 
too many occasions, young Asians or Blacks 
who feel themselves to be aggrieved (rightly 
or wrongly) show the propensity to take their 
anger out on the whole of the locality, 
whether it be against persons or property. 
Persons and property which have nothing 
whatever to do with the original source of the 
argument get attacked and often severely 
damaged. Neighbourhoods live in fear for 
hours, sometimes days. This, again, is reality 
— however much the liberal élite might fas- 
cinate themselves making sociological explor- 
ations into the reasons for the reality. 

And it was reality with which Enoch 
Powell was concerned when he made his 
predictions back in 1968 as to what would 
happen. In the same speech he said: “We 
must be mad...” and spoke of Britain 
“building up its own funeral pyre.” The 
nation — or at least its political class — is still 
in the grip of the same madness, and is still 
throwing wood on the same pyre. Bradford is 
just the latest reminder of this. But the 
political class still refuses to learn. 


That race card again! 


The foregoing observations provide an 
appropriate backdrop to an examination of 
the latest piece of farce to unfold itself in the 
Labour/Tory mud-throwing that broke out 
last month in the build-up to the general 
election. 

It all started when the mischievous Com- 
ission for Racial Equality (CRE) approached 
the leaders of the political parties and asked 
them jointly to sign a declaration that they 
would not ‘exploit’ the race issue during the 
election. What all of these leaders should 
have done was tell the CRE to ‘get stuffed’. 
However, we could hardly expect Labour or 
the Liberal Democrats to do this. We might — 
just might — in saner times have hoped that 
the Tory leader would have done. But Willie 
Hague just was not up to it. He signed too. 

But not all of his party’s candidates were 
so keen. It transpires that a great many of 
them refused to sign. In scarcely any case 
were these refusals for the right reasons. 
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JOHN TOWNEND 
One of those who refused to be silenced 


They were nearly all frantically eager to 
proclaim their ‘non-racist’ credentials; they 
just didn’t like the CRE’s bossiness over the 
matter. 

But one who was a bit more courageous 
than the others was John Townend, the MP 
for Yorkshire East. Townend made a speech 
in which he paid tribute to the prescience of 
Enoch Powell, spoke of the immigrant role 
in rising crime and said that immigratiori had 
brought about vast changes in Britain which 
nobody could deny — changes which the tone 
of his speech made quite clear were not for 
the better. 

The Government, the Labour and Liberal 
Democrat parties and at least part of the Tory 
Party went completely ballistic over these 
words. Willie Hague, reacting like one of 
Pavlov’s dogs to the ringing of a bell, leapt to 
distance himself from Mr. Townend’s com- 
ments, saying that they were “totally unacc- 
eptable” and that they were in conflict with 
the compact which he had signed under 
pressure from the CRE. The very word ‘un- 
acceptable’ raises certain interesting 
questions. If Mr. Hague had merely said that 
he disagreed with Townend, that would have 
been his right. But ‘unacceptable’ suggests 
that Willie believes that no-one in his party 
should even be allowed to say such things. 
This gives us some indication of the state of 
hysteria that prevails in the Tory ranks where 
the race issue is concerned. 

There then followed news that a number 
of Tory candidates around the country, far 
from following their leader, had not only 
declined, like Mr. Townend, to sign the 
impertinent CRE document but had even 
made remarks in their constituencies which 
made it perfectly clear that — for whatever 
reasons, those of genuine conviction or 
merely political opportunism — they were 
appealing to the widespread popular resent- 
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ment over the handling of the refugee issue. 
One of them, Mark Reckless, the candidate 
for Medway, accused his Labour rival of 
wanting more, rather than fewer, refugees let 
into the country. Left-wing sensibilities, 
already cut to the raw, were utterly outraged. 

The next thing was that Labour’s Foreign 
Secretary Robin Cook made his quite silly 
and puerile statement that there is “no such 
thing as a British race” — a clumsy attempt to 
equate past invasions and migrations of 
closely related North European peoples with 
the more recent influxes of immigrants of 
wholly different and alien cultures. Cook, 
just like virtually everyone else in the debate, 
was merely trying to score party political 
points — a fact that did not escape the notice 
of Mrs. Doreen Lawrence, mother of Stephen 
Lawrence and an ‘anti-racist’ if ever there 
was one. She accused the Foreign Secretary 
of trying to exploit the race issue solely for 
electoral purposes. For once Mrs. Lawrence 
was right, but she shouldn’t have confined 
her condemnation to Robin Cook. The whole 
damned lot are at it — Labour, Tory and 
Liberal Democrat alike. Each party is 
pitching its language at what it perceives to 
be its own particular constituency. In the 
case of the Tories this constituency includes 
a large number of people unhappy about the 
huge changes in Britain that John Townend 
pinpointed. Hence a few token noises of 
sympathy with the concerns of these despised 
‘proles’ combined with totally contradictory 
assurances that the Tories are just as im- 
peccable ‘anti-racists’ as anyone else! 

From out of all this hoo-ha two dominant 
facts emerge. The first is that the race issue — 
long swept under the carpet by the legions of 
censorship and political correctness — has 
now come to the surface with a vengeance 
and is going to be a very important factor in 
the coming election, at least in certain areas. 
This is to the undoubted chagrin of nearly the 
whole political class. From the grave, the 
voice of Enoch Powell is being heard at last 
— despite all attempts to drown it. 

The second fact is that virtually every 
mainstream party politician without except- 
ion is interested in this race issue essentially 
from the standpoint of whether it will help or 
hinder his or her chances in the election and 
help or hinder the political career of which 
the election is part. As for any genuine concern 
for the future of our country, this is almost 
wholly lacking. Such concern is the very last 
thing that a party politician permits to intrude 
upon decisions as to what to say or do. 

Just one party and one party alone contest- 
ing this election has a record of consistency 
on the race issue, that has endured over the 
years and is untainted by considerations of 
opportunism or expediency. This is the 
British National Party. That party deserves 
all the support it can get. 
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THE GENERAL ELECTION 


A reply to the 


SPEARHEAD has been criticised for its 
leader last month calling for the British 
National Party to make the maximum 
reasonable effort in trying to contest a 
large number of seats in the coming 
General Election. We stress reason- 
able because there is no disagreement 
over the fact that the new conditions 
governing parties’ qualification for 
broadcasting time rule out the BNP 
bidding to get on TV. As we stated last 
month, this would have meant the 
party having to fight some hundred or 
so constituencies in England and 
Scotland to get on the air just in those 
parts of the UK. In fact our editor, when 
at a party conference in August 1999 
while still BNP chairman, expressed 
the view that the actual value of a TV 
broadcast made it extremely doubtful 
that the huge allocation of resources 
now needed to obtain it was worth- 
while. We may therefore dispense with 
the idea that this is an argument about 
going for TV time or not doing so. 

What the Euro Election in 1999 
established was that the vast majority 
of membership enquiries resulting 
from the election campaign came from 
the leaflets delivered free of charge to 
voters by the postal services. Quite 
clearly, the more the seats contested 
and the more the number of leaflets 
delivered in this way, the greater the 
number of membership enquiries the 
party could expect. 


RECRUITMENT THE AIM 


It should be obvious to everyone in 
the BNP that, at this stage of the 
party’s development, the main purpose 
of fighting parliamentary elections is 
not to win seats in parliament — a 
target that is clearly beyond us at the 
moment — but to gain publicity and 
recruitment. 

Granted, the better the votes we are 
able to obtain the greater our prestige 
and credibility; and this, indirectly, 
helps recruitment. This theme has 
been repeated often enough in articles 
in Spearhead. 

Also, the same effect derives from 
impressive performances in local 
government elections in which, by 
concentrating forces in much smaller 
areas, we Can establish a stronger 
presence, canvass a large portion of 
the voters and even — possibly — win 
seats on councils. This enormously 
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raises the party’s profile, enhances its 
credibility, enables it to get a foothold, 
however small, on the ladder to power 
— and boosts recruitment. 

All of this was spelled out clearly 
enough in the article in our March 
issue ‘There’s no image to beat the 
image of success’. There is therefore 
no quarrel, where Spearhead is con- 
cerned, with the policy of making the 
winning of local government seats a 
strong priority for the party. 

The quarrel is with the theory that 
this justifies a vastly reduced commit- 
ment to contest parliamentary 
elections and thereby to forfeit the big 
recruitment possibilities that are 
derived from the leaflets delivered 
through the post. We do not believe 
that these aims are exclusive of one 
another. 

The biggest undertaking where 
general elections are concerned is to 
raise enough money to cover the 
candidate’s deposits and the printing 
of back-up literature. It is accepted 
that, with active workers spread out 
over many areas, we just do not have 
the manpower to put many people into 
any single area. And even with a greater 
concentration of activists made 
possible by fewer seats being fought, 
it has been found that there is very 
little difference in votes won; the areas 
are too large for adequate coverage. 

The biggest task in local govern- 
ment elections, on the other hand, is 
to mobilise the teams of activists to 
Carry out extensive canvassing and 
generally establish a strong presence 
of campaigners in the areas selected. 
This is possible because the areas are 
so much smaller. Where the party is 
fighting a selected number of local 
government wards, or just one such 
ward, money is not a major consider- 
ation; the cost of literature is not great. 

And, particularly when the timing of 
a general election does not coincide 
with local government elections in 
which the party is making a major 
effort (applicable in the case of 2001 
and 2002) there is therefore no need 
for resources devoted to one to detract 
from resources devoted to the other. 

We should here demolish a common 
fallacy: that money not spent on a big 
general election campaign is money 
saved for other aspects of party devel- 
opment. Things just do not work out 


@ t 2 
that way. Experience has to!d us again 
and again that there are party suppor- 
ters who are prepared to dig deeply 
into their pockets to help finance an 
ambitious general election campaign 
who would not make that money 
available for other purposes. 

In addition to this, there is a further 
factor which is more psychological 
than material. At any one time, the 
party needs an important target on 
which to focus — a ‘Big Battle Plan’ on 
which to concentrate efforts and 
prevent drift. The General Election of 
1997 and the Euro Election of 1999 in 
each case provided just that need. 
This was a major reason why we 
chose to contest them on the scale we 
did. And they both repaid the effort. 


A PIECE OF NONSENSE 


These election campaigns have been 
belittlingly described as “old-style 
suicidal frontal assaults” and “re-runs 
of the Battle of the Somme.” In terms 
of the targets realistically set — and 
achieved — they were nothing of the 
kind. They undoubtedly resulted in 
membership growth. And it is rather 
strange that the author of this phrase 
about “suicidal frontal assaults” was 
heard in 1999 describing our Euro 
Election campaign of that year as a 
“remarkable achievement.” 

It has also been said in the same 
quarters that it is “crass stupidity” to 
pursue more membership enquiries 
than can be followed up by recruiting 
visits. Well, in the Euro Election many 
enquiries came from areas where 
follow-ups could not be done, but the 
party nevertheless gained a good 
number of recruits from the exercise. 
A repeat of this is not likely in the 
coming General Election. It should be 
possible to follow up most enquiries 
resulting from election leaflets going 
through the post - if not instantly then 
over a course of some weeks. 

For all these reasons we repudiate 
the idea that it is not worthwhile the 
BNP making a big effort in this General 
Election — an idea best expressed in 
the extraordinary statement of a party 
official at a recent rally that the 
election is of “no consequence.” 

This is defeatist talk at its worst, 
and we want no part of it. This 
General Election fs important, and the 
bigger effort we make in it the better. 


In respectable, liberal-minded, middle 
class company there is no more certain way 
of producing, according to circumstances, a 
gasp of horror or a pitying laugh than to say: 
“Enoch was right.” John Townend, a York- 
shire MP who is retiring from parliament at 
the forthcoming election, has just had this 
experience, in his case a gasp of horror from 
William Hague. 

“John Townend’s remarks on immig- 
ration and asylum,” Hague pronounces, “in 
no way reflect the position of the Conserv- 
ative party. They are totally unacceptable.” 
He goes on to extrude the statutary verbiage 
welcoming “the contribution increasingly 
made to our society by people from the 
ethnic minority communities.” 

That is all very well. But an important part 
of that contribution was what Mr. Townend 
was talking about, as Enoch Powell was 
talking about it 30 years ago. Of course, 
“Enoch was right,” not — as yet — in his 
premonition about “rivers of blood,” but in 
his perception that mass immigration was 
the means by which our society would be 
overturned and changed utterly from what it 
had been for centuries.

The words were 
reprinted in this magazine in March 1999, 

The Express was in fact reporting on an 
operation headed, at least nominally, by 
Deputy Assistant Commissioner John Grieve, 
one of the most loathsome ‘career’ police- 
men ever to foul the offices of Scotland 
Yard, and an inveterate enemy of the BNP 
dating back to our encounters with him in 
London’s East End in the late 1980s. The 
operation was announced publicly in the 
wave of hysteria following the Stephen 
Lawrence murder and its cynical exploitation 
by the liberal establishment as a pretext upon 
which to justify acts of suppression against 
patriotic organisations which dared to defend 
British people’s right to maintain their own 
identity and protect their homeland against 
invasion. 

However, Mr. Grieve’s scheme of all-out 
war against the BNP constituted nothing 
new, only a re-launch of a practice that has 
been going on in Britain, and other countries, 
for a long time — indeed probably back into 
the murkiest reaches of history. It functions 
under euphemistic names such as ‘counter- 
insurgency’, but its principal purpose is to 
conduct surveillance against, disrupt and 
neutralise what governments regard as 
‘dangerous’ opposition — that is opposition 
which falls outside the normal Tweedledum- 
Tweedledee spectrum of political parties 
conducting their phony battles against each 
other within a controlled system which 
ensures that real power aways remains in the 
same hands, an opposition which constitutes 
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a genuinely radical alternative which could 
upset the applecart of that power completely 
and bring about a fundamental alteration in 
the course of national affairs. 


LEGITIMATE MEASURE 


This ‘counter-insurgency’ practice is not 
necessarily always wrong. In a state controlled 
by a truly patriotic government dedicated to 
the national interest it is a perfectly legit- 
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imate measure when aimed at organisations 
which are by their very nature subversive to 
that interest. In Tsarist Russia there was an 
undercover police department known as the 
Ochrana, which carried out surveillance 
against communist, anarchist and other left- 
wing groups whose purpose was to destroy 
the country. Ochrana agents infiltrated these 
groups posing as sympathisers, and once 
inside reported back to their superiors on all 
their activities, especially those which 
warranted energetic counter-measures. Need- 
less to say, anything which was violent or 
illegal came into this category. However, the 
function of Ochrana agents did not end 
there; any activity which, even if technically 
within the law, had the potential to menace 
the stability of Russian society, overturn the 
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state and strike at the very foundations of 
national freedom and sovereignty was 
considered subversive within the broader 
meaning of that term, and quite properly 
opposed with all the rigour that the state 
could command. With the hindsight of sub- 
sequent history, the only criticism that might 
be made of Ochrana operations is that they 
were not rigorous or efficient enough! 

But what was done by Russia’s Ochrana 
has been duplicated, both before and since, 
by every kind of state and in every kind of 
country. It should not cause us outrage 
because it is in the nature of politics and the 
science of political power for these things to 
happen. All that should concern us is that 
when such procedures are employed in our 
country, and (in the context of modern times) 
in the service of, rather than against, anti- 
patriotic forces, we should be alive to them, 
on our guard against them and ready to deal 
with them. In effect, what we have here in 
modern Britain is a situation in which the 
roles of insurgency and counter-insurgency 
are reversed. The insurgents are the patriots, 
and the agents of counter-insugency represent 
the forces of subversion and treason. 

But before we leave the Ochrana and its 
function in pre-revolutionary Russia another 
word should be said. The tasks of Ochrana 
agents extended beyond the mere surveill- 
ance of illegal activities. At times they even 
involved the promotion of those activities as 
a means of supplying the state with the 
pretext to crush the groups responsible. This 
brings us, of course, into the realm of the 
classic agent provocateur: the person whose 
role is to goad and encourage members of the 
targeted group in activities which, at best, 
would get them a bad name and, at worst, 
would render them liable to arrest and 
prosecution. 


INTERNAL DISRUPTION 


But that is not all. Ochrana agents in 
Russia were also instructed to act as dis- 
rupters within the organisations they infil- 
trated, seizing upon every issue with the 
potential for internal division and exploiting 
it as a means of splitting the insurgent forces 
and thus weakening them. Before Lenin 
emerged with his dominant bolshevik faction, 
the revolutionary movement in Russia was 
hopelessly splintered into numerous ineff- 
ectual grouplets, none individually strong 
enough to constitute any really serious threat to 
the state. To some extent this was due to the 
endemic ideological nit-picking that has 


always been a feature of the left, as well as to 
the natural personality clashes and rivalries 
that will occur in all political organisations. 
There is no doubt, however, that the tendency 
was aggravated yet further by professional 
agents of disruption as a matter of policy as 
laid down by their controllers. For a long 
time it worked. Eventually — and in the 
unique circumstances provided by an 
unsuccessful and increasingly unpopular war 
— it did not work far enough, and the insur- 
gent forces became victorious. They then in 
their turn became the practitioners — with 
added efficiency, ruthlessness and diabolic 
cunning — of the very methods that had been 
previously used against them. 

But before leaving this phase of history 
and coming to the present, we should note 
one important fact which bears crucially on 
any modern study of both insurgency and 
counter-insurgency. We must not be led into 
assuming that all Ochrana agents employed 
against the revolutionary forces in Russia 
were recruited from the ranks of policemen or 
other loyal servants of the Tsar and his 
government, and thereafter trained to take on 
identities entirely different from their natural 
ones. A good many of them were found 
among the revolutionary organisations them- 
selves, and were subsquently ‘turned’ by a 
variety of methods so as to get them to work 
against those who had previously been their 
comrades. The same, of course, has been true 
of nominally loyal and conscientious servants 
of established states, who have been per- 
suaded to tur and work against their 
countries and governments and in the cause 
of those who would overthrow them. 


PEOPLE ON THE MARGINS 
There exist on the margins of any society 
disoriented, morally unstable and function- 
ally sociopathic individuals who can often 
very easily be mobilised for all manner of 
destructive purposes by a shrewd exploit- 
ation of character weaknesses within them- 
selves, sometimes with their not being in the 
slightest way aware of it — despite their 
possessing, as a number do, quite high intell- 
igence and talent. By their nature, these 
people are often rebellious, politically 
radical and ready to join and become active 
in ‘anti-establishment’ organisations, but 
because of the lack of any firm ‘anchor’ in 
their lives they are prone easily to switch 
loyalties as mood or opportunity take them. 
One moment they may be, with quite genuine 
intent, passionate advocates of, and 
dedicated campaigners for, a particular cause 
to which they have attached themselves. The 
next moment they could well be found 
working destructively against that very same 
cause. It could take no more than a personal 
quarrel or slight, a thwarted ambition or, 
more sinisterly, an exploited personal weak- 
ness or vice. But because of the character of 
the individual involved, the act of treason 


may sometimes not even be understood as 
such. Where, as in certain types of people, 
the capacity for loyalty does not exist as 
normal folk understand it, the perception of a 
corresponding disloyalty cannot be present 
either. The two have no meaning. Modern 
political life abounds with individuals of this 
type. Indeed, they are the main determin- 
ants of contemporary political ethics. 

Gary Murray, in his book Enemies of the 
State (Simon & Schuster, London, 1993) 
gives us a clue as to these personnel by 
quoting a woman of his acquaintance who, 
like him, worked in MI5 for a number of 
years. Sandy, he said, “thought some of her 
colleagues were oddballs and social misfits.” 
According to Sandy:- 

“The people I was working with had 

obscure degrees, they were lacklustre 

pedants who couldn't fit in anywhere else 
and could not earn a living in competitive 
circumstances. They were inadequate, 
failed people who compensate for their own 
shortcomings by working for the Secret 
Service...” 


Sandy, whoever she may have been, was 
of course referring to the types of MIS 
personnel out of whom there was the best 
chance of traitors being recruited. Chapman 
Pincher, whose book 7raitors (Sidgwick & 
Jackson, London, 1987) contains many 
valuable insights into the pathology of dis- 
loyalty, says in a chapter headed ‘Personality 
traits’ :- 

“A particular aspect of temperament which 
may well be of significance for the counter- 
espionage officer is the ‘loner’ syndrome, 
the introverted condition expressing itself 
by social withdrawal and brooding in 
solitude. Loners who make friends only 
with difficulty may be both more suscept- 
ible to clever recruiters who curry their 
company and also inclined to do their 
bidding to retain the association and to 
become very dependent on their case 
officers. Harry Gold, the American KGB 
courier, was such a ‘target’, with few 
emotional ties and a total lack of success 
with women...” 


Alternatively, of course, many of the most 
notorious traitors were highly gregarious 
characters — of whom Guy Burgess and 
George Blake were examples. As Pincher 
says elsewhere in his book, they come in 
many types. But it is often the extremes of 
the type that need watching the most. 


THE POWER OF BLACKMAIL 


Later, Pincher makes a further revealing 
reference when in the same chapter he says:- 
“Some people have been trapped into 
treachery through general weakness of 
character when threatened with black- 

mail...” 


Blackmail can of course exploit both 
criminality and deviant sexuality. In the case 
of the criminally inclined, it can be a power- 
ful lever to induce people to engage in sub- 


versive work. In April 1998 it was revealed 
in The Observer that the head of Combat 18, 
described in the media generally as a ‘neo- 
nazi’ group, had for some time been in the 
employ of Scotland Yard’s Special Branch, 
and in that capacity had been acting as an 
informer on the activities of loyalist para- 
military groups in Northern Ireland. It had 
long been known in nationalist circles that 
this man was a petty crook, and subsequently 
he was jailed for life on a murder charge. 
How was he persuaded to do the dirty work 
of Britain’s security services against patriots 
in Northern Ireland? Was it for money? Or 
was it under threat of prosecution for some 
offence or other of which the police had all 
the evidence they needed to put him away for 
a long time (which later they did anyway for 
the murder)? ; 

We will return later to Combat 18 because - 
acting as a snitch against Ulster patriots was 
not the only service this creature performed 
for his masters. 

Blackmail over homosexuality is equally 
potent, notwithstanding changes in the law 
governing homosexual acts. Says Pincher:- 

“It is commonly believed that the legal 

permissiveness concerning homosexuality 

between consenting adults has virtually 
eliminated the blackmail weapon, but this is 
far from being true. The fear of criminal 
prosecution may have been removed, but 
the fear of public exposure persists because 
homosexuality still carries severe social 
stigma for most people, including emp- 
loyers. This was tragically demonstrated as 
recently as 1982 when Commander Michael 

Trestrail, a senior Scotland Yard detective 

who served in the Queen’s bodyguard, was 

publicly disgraced. No aspect of treachery 
on Trestrail’s part was involved, but his 

career ws ruined following an attempt by a 

male prostitute to blackmail him.” 


Many who, unlike Trestrail, were involved 
in acts ‘of treachery, were homosexuals: 
Driberg, Blunt, Burgess, Maclean (part), 
Long, Oldfield, Vassall and scores of 
lesser-known figures who betrayed their 
country could be cited. While other factors 
making for their treason existed, fear of 
exposure for their sexual peccadillos most 
certainly affected several of them. 


ZUNDEL’S EXPERIENCE 


Ernst Zundel, the German-Canadian who 
has waged a long and heroic battle in the 
courts of his adopted country as an historical 
revisionist combating the slurs on his people 
arising out of the Hitler period, has built a 
worldwide organisation of fellow-campaign- 
ers for truth belonging to many nationalities. 
His organisation too has been the target of 
infiltration and disruptive activities by state 
‘security’ agents and their stooges within. In 
the course of his experiences with these 
people, Zundel learned some valuable lessons, 
which which he described in an article in 
1998, reproduced in Spearhead.

Zundel began the article by saying:- 


“I have often wondered in the last few years 
why it seems that the racialist/nationalist 
movement attracted so many clearly imbal- 
anced people, who do things which do 
nothing but harm to our cause, and who 
often turn into spies and traitors.” 


Zundel went on to give an example, which 
was not untypical:- 


“I remember the case of a young woman in 
Toronto, attracted to the movement, who 
made fiery speeches, participated in demon- 
strations, was overheard making outrageous 
remarks, and behaved like a super-patriotic 
activist. Frequently these people work their 
butts off, end up in the beds of some of the 
leaders and, usually after only brief

encounters with the authorities following 
arrests, or even only after police visits, they 
become spies and traitors and rat out on all 
their friends, testifying in courts or before 
parliamentary committees.” 


To gain some further enlightenment on the 
personality traits on such wreckers, Zundel 
turned to the findings of professional psych- 
ologists, one of whom was Dr. Robert Hare, 
author of a book Without Conscience, dealing 
with what he called the ‘psychopathic 
personality’. 

Hare had carried out a comprehensive 
study of “successful psychopaths” — people 
who, he said, often function seemingly 
normally as lawyers, doctors, police officers, 
business people, entertainers, etc. But:- 

“These individuals act every bit as ego- 

centric, callous and manipulative as the 

average criminal psychopath, but their 
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intelligence, family background, social skills 
and circumstances permit them to construct 
a facade of normalcy and to get what they 
want with relative impunity... ” 


Zundel continued the discourse:- 


“Dr. Hare says that they are very good at 
putting on a good impression when it suits 
them. Even though they are the victimisers, 
they often paint their victims as the real 
culprits. He quotes case studies in which 
outwardly seemingly normal psychopaths 
were nevertheless the source of most of 
certain business conflicts. One of their 
hallmarks is their intemperate language and 
behaviour, frequently demanding that co- 
workers who had displeased them or had 
caught them lying should be summarily 
fired. Power-tripping is one of their chief 
stocks in trade. 

And further on:- 

“Dr. Hare makes the point that psychopaths 
lack the capacity to impart real feelings to 
words — they cannot help but be hollow. 
They are frequently thin-skinned and display 
hair-trigger tempers. They are smooth talkers 
who like to impress people. They are con- 
vincing liars, tellers of tall tales, and 
frequently talk at a fast, staccato-like pace, 
giving little chance for anyone else to enter 
the conversation.” 


Zundel continues:- 


“Dr. Hare says that psychopaths show no 
loyalty to groups, codes or principles, other 
than to ‘look out for number one.’ Law 
enforcement agencies, often make use of this 
tendency when trying to solve a crime or 
break up a gang or terrorist cell — and, of 
course, nationalist groups, for they have 
adopted the sinister definition of their 
political opponents as being no more than 
criminal gangs! They offer: “Be smart. Save 
your own skin. Tell us who else who was 
involved and you'll walk.’ This is more 
likely to pay off with the psychopath than 
with the ordinary criminal.” 

Needless to say, not all of the above is 
applicable to the precise situations in which 
law-abiding nationalists find themselves but 
there is here the common thread of authority 
harassment of nationalists and patriots and 
the assumption that their activities are 
‘criminal’ and therefore justifying constant 
surveillance and disuption. 


COMBAT 18 SCAM 


I have mentioned the exposure of the 
Special Branch stooge who passed on infor- 
mation concerning Ulster loyalists, and 
suggested that this could well have been 
under pressure of arrest and prosecution for 
some criminal offence. But in addition to this 
activity, the man also was a major agent of 
division among British Nationalists on the 
mainland. From its inception, Combat 18 
sought to cause trouble in the BNP by 
attempting to lure its younger and sometimes 
more naive members into illegal activities and 
to undermine their loyalty to our party. We 
even had the farcical situation of C18 people 
carrying out physical attacks on BNP 


personnel rather than on opponents on the 
militant left. All this caused us undoubted 
difficulties for a while during the middle of 
the 1990s, resulting in a dropping off in 
membership and activity in some areas. I 
suspected at the time that the state author- 
ities had a hand in it, but proof was lacking 
until the Observer exposure some two or 
three years later. 

I remember at the time telling some of my 


colleagues that this campaign by the forces 


of the state to disrupt the BNP by the use of 
Combat 18 almost certainly had its origins in 
our election victory in Millwall in 1993 and 
the decision of the authorities then that, by 
one device or another, our party must be 
smashed — “closed down,” as the Scotland 
Yard spokesman would have put it. Some 
shook their heads — until the Observer story 
supplied confirmation. 


DISRUPTION IN THE 1970s 


Nationalists should have been forewarned 
of all this by the experiences of the 1970s. In 
an article in January of this year, I spoke of 
engineered splits created by the setting up of 
new parties, and I cited two examples. The 
first occurred in 1976 through the formation 
of the ‘National Party’, a splinter from the 
National Front — then the pre-eminent 
patriotic movement in Britain. The man 
heading this enterprise, John Kingsley Read, 
was exposed later as an agent for Searchlight 
magazine on the admission of Searchlight 
editor Gerry Gable, no less. Whether Read 
was also working for the state security 
services is something of which we never 
obtained proof, but the scenario seems 
likely: Read’s splinter operation came after 
he had temporarily taken control of the NF 
but later been ousted. In any event, if the 
government was not paying him for his 
services it certainly should have done, for he 
had amply earned such reward. I recall first 
being suspicious about Read when I visited 
what he claimed to be his business premises 
in Blackburn and found what looked more 
like an empty shell of a building. 

Much the same thing was tried again in 
1979, when a takeover bid for the NF was 
mounted, with the late Andrew Fountaine as 
‘front man’ but with an almost certain gov- 
ernment agent, Paul Kavanagh, as the real 
wirepuller. Again, visits to Kavanagh’s 
purported business premises revealed no 
conceivable business going on there. 


THE MYSTERIOUS CALLER 


These shenanigans reminded me of an 
experience I had had more than a decade 
previously but which I had thought no more 
about at the time. Sometime in the early 
1960s I was active and held a position in one 
of the tiny grouplets which preceded the 
National Front. This grouplet constituted 
very little in the way of real strength but the 
British Establishment was driven frantic 


over the publicity it obtained for its ideas, 
and a ruling undoubtedly was made that it 
must be broken up. 

I was on my own on the organisation’s 
premises one day when a caller turned up and 
invited me up the road for a cup of coffee. 
There he told me that he and a group of 
people with whom he was connected were 
interested in the organisation and would like 
to support it, both actively and with money. 
The problem was, he explained, that they 
were not impressed with its leader. Now if / 
were to stage a takeover bid and become 
leader of the organisation this would change 
everything: they would then be prepared to 
become involved! 

I suppose I was a bit flattered by this 
gesture of confidence, but nevertheless I had 
no plans for challenging the existing leader- 
ship and did not intend to do so. I told the 
man this, and that was the end of the matter. 
We departed amicably, with him giving mea 
card with his name and address and tele- 
phone number in case I changed my mind. I 
distinctly recall the name given: it was ‘Den- 
hardt’ (rather German-sounding, I thought). I 
kept the card, as it was my habit to do with 
any contact that might in the future be useful, 
but did no more. 

Had I been a little more worldly wise at 
the time, I would have pondered rather more 
deeply on the question of how the man came 
to know about my perceived leadership att- 
ributes. It might also have occurred to me 
that the use of a German-sounding name 
could have been intended to impress me — 
though in fact it had no effect one way or the 
other. 

A year or two afterwards, and by no wish 
or design of mine, our organisation was in 
fact irrevocably split, with my finding myself 
at the head of one of the two factions. 
Though the prompting of ‘Mr. Denhardt’ had 
played no part in bringing this about, I 
thought there would be no harm in contact- 
ing him to see if there was any substance in 
his pledge of support. Telephone calls and 
letters to him drew no response, and I forgot 
about him completely. 

This was until experiences many years 
later brought the episode back to me. I am 
now almost 100 per cent certain that the man 
who called himself ‘Denhardt’ was a police 
agent. He had the look, the sound and the 
style of a police officer — of about superin- 
tendent rank: short hair, clean-shaven, tidily 
dressed and upright in bearing. His purpose 
was to goad me into an action that would 
have split our organisation. I did not fall for 
the bait — though at the time it never occurred 
to me that this was what it was. I have not the 
slightest doubt that I was not the first, nor the 
last, person on whom this trick has been tried. 


Mr. GRIEVE’S MISSION 

lam quite sure that since Deputy Assistant 
Commissioner Grieve and his squad made 
their declaration of intent in February 1999 


that they would infiltrate and close down the 
BNP they have not been idle. There is 
abundant evidence, some of which I have 
supplied, that machinations to this purpose 
were going on for a long while beforehand. 
They merely came to the surface at that 
particular moment, and this could be 
connected with the fact that Mr. Grieve 
himself is a career copper with an almost 
indecent craving to bring his politically 
correct credentials to the notice, not only of 
his superiors, but of the nation as a whole — 
in particular the media, which he will know 
smile benignly on people of his type. 

How are we to be on our guard against 
these machinations. First and foremost, we 
need to arm ourselves with knowledge and 
understanding of the basic strategy — some- 
thing to which I have tried to contribute in 
this article. 

We then need to be alert to the kind of 
personnel and tactics likely to be employed. 
Here I will venture a summary of what has 
been said. 

The first truth to be recognised is that, 
although state security services — most 
probably Special Branch, MIS or the two in 
coalition, as specified in the Express report 
two years ago — will very likely be 
master-minding the operation, we should not 
assume that every individuai taking part has 
been recruited from those quarters and is on 
the official payroll of either body. We have 
seen how individuals in ‘the movement’ with 
dangerous character defects can be spot- 
lighted, cultivated and recruited as auxill- 
aries in the scheme — their defects manip- 
ulated with the expertise of puppet-masters 
once they are discovered. 

And just what sort of defects are these? 
They will, of course, vary from one indiv- 
idual to another, and we should not expect 
everyone to conform exactly to a particular 
stereotype. That is to say that someone who 
displays some of the features associated with 
the type — to the point at which we might 
classify him or her as belonging to that 
category — may not display all such features. 
Our appraisal should be flexible and allow 
for this. 


POINTERS TO LOOK FOR 


Mr. Zundel has already provided us, in the 
illustrations I have quoted, with some 
guidance as to the things to look for. We 
have also been assisted in this by the 
observations of Messrs. Murray and Pincher. 
Pincher’s mention of the ‘loner’ syndrome is 
of some interest. Some people undoubtedly 
do become involved in radical politics 
because of resentment against a society in 
which they cannot fit. They are to be found 
mostly on the left but not exclusively so. 
Those who join the radical right will often be 
found exhibiting some leftish tendencies. 
Some — and here I must stress strongly, only 
some — can be ‘bent’ by agents of disruption 
because they are prone to harbour personal 


hatreds and may contain a streak of hysteria 
in their make-up. An internal quarrel with a 
fellow nationalist — in particular one in 
which the affected person feels himself to 
have suffered some loss of status or “face’ — 
can lead to collaboration with the party’s 
enemies, even if it is only unconscious. 
Alternatively, such a person may consciously 
help the enemy in the belief that, by his own 
calculation, the cause will ultimately benefit. 
This is similar to the actions of those who 
served the Soviet Union because, by some 
intellectual acrobatics of their own, they 
were able to persuade themselves that it 
would be for their country’s long-term good. 

Pincher has drawn attention to the power 
of blackmail, and we have looked at the two 
chief forms in which this power can assert 
itself: police could have evidence enough to 
send the victim to jail for some past criminal 
offence; or some past (or not so past) sexual 
indiscretion could make the threat of expo- 
sure deliver the victim to the control of those 
able to reveal it. 

In the latter regard, I have learned to deal 
with great caution and circumspection with 
men in the movement who give some sign of 
feminine traits in their personalities. Even 
where these individuals are not actually 
sexually perverted and thus open to black- 
mail, they may well be prone to erratic 
behaviour which makes them security risks. I 
should stress here that I am speaking of 
feminine males, not women — of whom we 
would all like to see more in the party. The 
difference should not need explaining: real 
men can be expected to react to situations as 
men, and real women as women; it is the 
behaviour of the man-woman that is for ever 
unpredictable and, at times, dangerous. 

The party seeks new recruits, and when 
they join they are welcome. But when we 
encounter a relative newcomer who has a 
great deat to say about what should be what 
in the party we should be a little wary of such 
a person. What is his or her qualification? 
What does he or she know? And, if these 
questions are not satisfactorily answered, 
where is he or she coming from? 

As a final word, while it is important that 
we recognise the internal risks to our 
movement as spelled out by the state security 
forces who are resolved to destroy it, we 
must at the same time always keep our sense 
of proportion and perspective. We must not 
allow ourselves to become victim to a 
paranoia in which everyone with whom we 
have a difference of opinion over matters 
internal or external to the party is seen as an 
‘enemy agent’. That is exactly what would 
delight our would-be wreckers. Inexperience 
and gullibility, rather than treachery, are the 
reasons for the .vast number of people 
forming opinions which we can see to be 
wrong. If we think there is something more 
to such a person than these things, we should 
not go blabbing about it to all and sundry; we

should seek out a person of maturity and 
experience in the party, preferably someone 
of proven record and integrity beyond 
reproach, and we should discuss our concerns 
with them discreetly. We should not be 
inhibited by fear of ‘snitching’ from passing 
on information that could be vital to the 
party’s security, even survival. Nor should 


THE ‘FREEDOM PARTY’, set up earlier 
this year as a splinter from the BNP, has 
had what may be its first taste of the 
facts of political life in mass-media-con- 
trolled Britain. It has been the subject of 
two vicious articles in the Sunday 
Mercury newspaper, a weekly published 
in the West Midlands. 

In the issue for March 25th a page was 
devoted to two items, which it was 
obviously the paper’s intention to link 
together in the readers’ minds. The larger 
of the two was headed ‘Alert as right- 
wingers target elections’ and sub-headed 
‘Don't be taken in by new Freedom Party, 
voters told’. There followed a report on 
the new party and its intended challenge 
in Wombourne for a seat on the Stafford- 
shire County Council. The report said of 
the FP:- 

“They have taken their name from the 

controversial Freedom Party in Austria. 

Fronted by Hitler sympathiser Jérg 

Haider, the extreme right-wing party 

swept to power as part of a coalition 

government in February last year.” 


The report went on to say that those in 
the British FP... 

“... believe that forming a party with the 

same name in a middle-class area will 

give their extreme right-wing views a 

veneer of ‘respectability’ .” 

On the same page underneath was a 
report of the latest antics of Mr. David 
Myatt, a maverick political activist who 
has been around for many years without 
ever fitting into any properly organised 
party for more than a very short time. 
This was headed ‘I’m not giving up, says 
Nazi-style extremist’. In the report it was 
announced that Mr. Myatt’s latest 
escapade is a venture into Islam — which 
he claimed was not inconsistent with his 
belief in the white race defending itself 
from alien influences. The report also 
claimed (whether rightly or wrongly, we 
cannot say) that Myatt had “shaped the 
warped mind of neo-Nazi nailbomber 
David Copeland.” 

Whilst there is not the slightest conn- 
ection between the Freedom Party 
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we be deterred by the fact that we may have 
some personal liking for the object of our 
suspicion. 

It could well be that our concerns are 
unfounded, and it is possible that the 
member in whom we confide them may be 
able immediately to provide explanations for 
the behaviour that is worrying us, or other- 
wise provide assurances that may set our 
minds at rest. 

But we should not do nothing. That is the 
way that treason has flourished across the 


New party gets the smear treatment

(British version, that is) and David Myatt, 
the juxtaposition of the two items on the 
same page was obviously intended to 
plant in the mind of the reader that there 
is. This is a traditional piece of news- 
paper smear tactics to which nationalists 
have become well accustomed. The word 
‘Nazi’ appears in large letters in close 
proximity to the report on the FP, and in 
the small print underneath is a reference 
to David Copeland. Good shock-horror 
journalism, which surely must have 
earned the person responsible a pat on 
the back from the paper’s editor and 
perhaps even its owner. Just how much 
this reporting corresponds to the actual 
truth is of little account. Smear-by-assoc- 
iation has been accomplished! 

And again, the paper was able to acc- 
omplish the same trick by its reference to 
J6rg Haider as a ”Hitler sympathiser.” 
Whether Herr Haider does in fact qualify 
for this description will probably be dis- 
puted, but that is not the point. Accord- 
ing to the Sunday Mercury that is what 
he is, and that settles the matter. So we 
have the chain of association: Freedom 
Party in Britain = Freedom Party in 
Austria = Jérg Haider = Hitler sympa- 
thiser. Result? The Freedom Party in 
Britain are Hitler sympathisers. Just like 
that! All done with mirrors, as some 
would say. 

But wait a minute — there must be a 
mistake! The Freedom Party is not ‘ex- 
treme’. It does not consist of Hitler sym- 
pathisers. The very idea of forming it was 
to get away from all those horrible media 
smears about ‘extremists’ and ‘neo- 
Nazis’. These things have pursued the 
BNP, but those leaving the BNP and 
setting up something new and different 
should be able to avoid them. The 
Freedom Party is respectable! 

At least this was the theory. 

But what seemed a great wheeze in 
theory does not seem to Have turned out 
quite that way in practice. The smears _ 
still pursue those in the Freedom Party 
just as they do the BNP. 

Oh dear! 

But there‘s more. The same Sunday

We cannot say we have not been warned 
about what the powers that be in Britain have 
in store for us. And we should not assume 
that they are bluffing. No doubt they would 
like us to over-react in these matters, and this 
could be a reason for the public proclamation 
of their intentions.

Mercury newspaper was at it again two 
weeks later. This time it printed a big 
spread over two pages, the main item of 
which contained a screaming headline 
‘Sinister secret behind public face of 
fascism’. There followed what the paper 
claimed to be a ‘exposure’ of the back- 
grounds of some of the people assoc- 
iated with the Bloomsbury Forum, under 
the auspices of which it was claimed the 
Freedom party had been set up. The 
report quoted Searchlight magazine as 
describing the BF as “where far-right 
conservatives and leading Nazis rub 
shoulders.” Again, the claim that those 
who rub shoulders with far-right conser- 
vatives in the BF are in fact “leading 
Nazis” would be strongly disputed. But 
what is undeniably true is that it has been 
from out the Bloomsbury Forum that the 
main roots of the Freedom Party have 
sprung, and that certain key individuals 
in the Forum have masterminded the 
launching of the FP. Tony Robson, a 
spokesman for Searchlight, was quoted 
as saying: “The Freedom Party is essen- 
tially the idea of the Bloomsbury Forum. 
It’s a repackaged right-wing.” Whatever 
we think of Searchlight, this claim by Mr. 
Robson happens to be correct. 

Again, we see the purported assoc- 
iation: Freedom Party = Bloomsbury 
Forum (true) = conservatives (again true) 
= leading Nazis (disputed). By this 
process the Freedom Party is connected 
— however falsely and unjustly — with 
“leading Nazis”. A press smear? cert- 
ainly! A lie? Indeed! Not fair? Of course 
not! Gutter journalism? Beyond doubt! 
But this is the real world in which patriots 
in Britain and most other countries have 
to operate. We might say to the folk who 
have gone with the Freedom party: 
welcome to reality! 

John Tyndall, writing in these pages in 
January, spelled it out clearly:- 

“The truth is that... a new party... will 

become equally the target of media 

vituperation as did the party that has 

been abandoned.” 

Of course, we tried to tell them this, in 
that article and elsewhere. 

But they just wouldn't listen!

Three or four years ago the slogan most 
diligently promoted by the controlled mass 
media was “Diversity is our strength.” 
Posters with this slogan and a broad, 
multi-hued band of stripes representing skin 
colors of various races were displayed in 
classrooms and workplaces all over the 
country. Clothing advertisements in all of 
the slick, yuppie magazines pushed the 
same theme. The idea was that the fewer 
White people and the more Blacks and 
Browns and Yellows we have in America 
the stronger and more prosperous we’ll be. 

I had friends who laughed at this propa- 
ganda campaign. They couldn’t believe that 
anything so stupid would catch on. I didn’t 
laugh, because I had learned long ago that 
H.L. Mencken was right on target when he 
said that no one had ever lost a nickel by 
underestimating the intelligence of the 
American public. Actually, it’s not that the 
public is stupid in the sense that they can’t 
learn how to tie their shoes or get across the 
street safely. It is that the public will believe 
anything if they believe that others believe 
it. That’s the lemming factor. And this 
‘diversity-is-our-strength’ brainwashing 
campaign was pushed hard. You saw this 
foolishness wherever you looked. And 
pretty soon it was clear that the lemmings 
had begun to believe it. My hate mail began 
containing indignant questions such as: 
“Why are you against immigration? Don’t 
you know that diversity is our strength?” 


Defending immigration policy 

This promotion by the Clinton govern- 
ment and the media of the nutty idea that the 
more diversity we have the stronger we are 
didn’t really change any policies or trends. I 
suspect that the aim of the media bosses in 
launching it was to head off growing rest- 
lessness about the refusal of the govern- 
ment to control America’s borders. Illegal 
immigrants were pouring into the country — 
and, of course, still are — and the Clinton 
government was pretending not to notice, 
but many ordinary citizens were noticing 
and weren’t happy. The media bosses 
decided to stifle the criticism of the Clinton 
government’s immigration policies by 
persuading the lemmings that immigration, 
legal or illegal, is a good thing, as long as 
the immigrants aren’t White, because non- 
White immigrants add to our ‘diversity’ and 
thereby make the country stronger! 

And the government kept doing just what 


it had been doing, and the diversity has kept 
increasing. The consequences are catching 
up with us, and they aren’t good — but the 
diversity-mongers are maintaining their 
pretence that we’re becoming stronger and 
stronger by becoming less and less White. A 
few days ago I saw a brief report on the 
CNN (Cable News Network) news pro-

gramme I watch about the increasing diver- 
sity in America’s classrooms. More and 
more of the children in America’s schools 
were born in the Third World, or their 
parents were, and, oh, isn’t it a wonderful 
thing? Just imagine how much stronger our 
schools are than they used to be! 

Well, yes: we have a lot more metal 
detectors in the schools than we used to. I 
guess that’s a sign of strength. We’ve had 
more school shootings since the beginning 
of the Clinton era than in the whole prior 
existence of the United States. The exper- 
ience of dodging bullets undoubtedly 
strengthens the students. The pregnancy rate 
of unwed White female teenagers in the 
schools is approaching the Black rate. 
Probably that’s a sign of strength too! 


Judge supports discrimination 
against Whites 
One of the nuttiest expositions of the 


‘diversity-is-our-strength’ creed I’ve heard 
is the one put forth by Federal Judge Patrick 


Duggan last December in his ruling on a 
discrimination suit against the University of 
Michigan by two White students who were 
denied admission while less-qualified non- 
White students were admitted. The judge, in 
ruling against the White students and in 
favour of the university’s racial quota 
system, abandoned the old liberal argument 
that quotas are needed to make up for 
supposed past injustices to Blacks and other 
non-Whites. The reason for making the 
university more ‘diverse’, according to the 
judge, was not to benefit minorities. It was 
to benefit the university and its White 
students. The real goal of our universities is 
not to educate students in the traditional 
sense but rather to condition them to 
become — and here I quote Judge Duggan’s 
exact words — to become “active partici- 
pants in our pluralistic, democratic society 
once they leave.” 

Judge Duggan believes — or says he 
believes — that racial diversity strengthens 
the university and the White students in it 
by rubbing their noses in as much diversity 
as possible, and thus conditioning them for 
life in the New World Order of democracy 
and multi-culturalism where there will be 
no White majority in America or anywhere 
else, if he and his kind are successful. It’s 
worth noting that Judge Duggan, if his name 
means anything, is not a Jew but an Insh- 
man. Furthermore, he was appointed to the 
Federal bench not by some far-left Clinton 
nutcase but by Ronald Reagan. He doesn’t 
have to pretend to believe such destructive 
foolishness in order to keep his job. And 
unfortunately there are lots of other judges 
and bureaucrats, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish, who believe or pretend to believe 
the same thing. At least, that’s the party line 
they’re pushing. That is frightening. 

“Diversity is our strength.” You know 
what that reminds me of: “War 1s peace.

Freedom is slavery. Ignorance if Strength.” 
In case you don’t recognise them, those 
were the official slogans of the government 
of Oceania in George Orwell’s novel Nine- 
teen eighty-four. 


Alienation 


Let me tell you what kind of ‘strength’ 
comes from our diversity. Alienation is the 
primary product of diversity. People who 
live in a homogeneous society, where the 
people they work with and interact with 
every day are similar to them — that is, look 
similar, have similar values and attitudes, 
react in similar ways to events — people in a 
homogeneous society tend to bond with the 
people around them. They tend to feel a 
sense of community. They tend to feel a 
sense of security from having people like 
them around them. They seek the approval 
of the people with whom they have bonded. 
They feel a sense of responsibility and 
protectiveness toward these people. With 
good leadership and reasonably good human 
stock, the community is strong. 

Take away the homogeneity, and you 
greatly reduce the likelihood of bonding. 
Instead of a community, you have simply a 
collection of individuals, and each of those 
individuals is thinking, at least at a subcon- 
scious level: “It’s every man for himself.” 
Without homogeneity you no longer have a 
common set of shared values. Anti-social 
behaviour goes way up: schoolyard 
shootings and drug usage, for example. 
Neurotic and psychotic behaviour goes way 
up too. Diversity is a real boon for the 
psychiatrists. Borderline people, who would 
adjust reasonably well in a homogeneous 
community, are much more likely to go 
over the edge and become neurotic or 
psychotic as the diversity increases. 

Without homogeneity the individuals in 
the society have a weaker sense of identity, 
a weaker sense of who they are and of what 
they belong to. They’re much less likely to 
find positive role models among the real 
people around them: among their teachers 
and neighbours and community leaders. 

_ They’re much less likely to have construct- 
ive goals or to lead purposefu! and useful 
lives. 

Our people’s instincts remain pretty 
much the same even as our environment 
changes and becomes more ‘diverse’. Our 
young people still seek role models. We still 
seek to bond with others and to share their 
values and attitudes. When we no longer 
can find what we seek among real people 
around us, many find their role models and 
their values and attitudes in the artificial 
world of the media — which is to say, 
instead of natural role models, they find 
artificial role models designed by the men 
who control our mass media: role models 
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designed by the masters of brainwashing 
who are deliberately destroying our civilis- 
ation. That too is frightening. 

You want more specifics? Classroom 
diversity — the thing I heard CNN bragging 
about and the thing Judge Duggan thinks is 
a real bonus for white stidents — has made a 
wasteland out of America’s public schools 
and is rapidly doing the same thing to our 
universities. I’m a physicist myself, and so 


prevent, say, White children in a sixth- 
grade class- room beginning to develop a 
sense of racial identity and an interest in the 
history and traditions of their own people? 
Well, the answer is obvious: give the White 
kids a big dose of diversity. Put lots of 
Blacks and Vietnamese and Mestizos in the 
classroom with them. Then, instead of 
teaching them about things European — 
instead of having them read about Greek 


This is a school in London at which ‘diversity’ has been encouraged. On the board 

behind the kids (spot the White!) are statements about ‘black history’. Meanwhile, 

White children are being denied any awareness of their own history for fear that this 

might be seen as ‘racist’. Young Whites are growing up with no sense of community, 
identity or pride. No wonder our society has become dysfunctional! 


when I was a student I spent most of my 
time in very specialized mathematics and 
science courses. But for most university 
students — certainly for those taking a 
general course of study — the most impor- 
tant courses are history and literature. Those 
are the subjects which more than any others 
strengthen a student’s sense of identity and 
his feeling for the civilisation he has 
inherited from his forebears. Those are the 
subjects which give him a knowledge and 
appreciation of the traditions of his people 
and a sense of responsibility to protect their 
cultural and racial heritage. 


History and literature suffering 


It is for exactly this reason that history 
and literature are the subjects which have 
suffered most at the hands of the diversity- 
mongers. The last thing in the world they 
want is for White students to develop a 
strong sense of identity or a sense of comm- 
unity with their own kind. That frightens 
people such as Judge Duggan as much as 
his nightmare vision of a multi-cultural 
world in which a White minority must adapt 
to the whims and ways of a non-White 
majority should frighten any normal, spirit- 
ually healthy White person. 

So how do the diversity-mongers 


mythology — about Zeus and Apollo and 
Aphrodite — and about the empire-building 
exploits of Alexander and Caesar in the 
ancient world and about the nation-building 
accomplishments in the New World of 
Patrick Henry and George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson, pump them full of fraud- 
ulent Black history: not just during Black 
History Month, but every month of the year. 
Teach them about how the heartless, 
mercenary White plantation owners rounded 
up millions of happy, carefree Africans, put 
them in chains, and made them work as 
slaves in order to enrich their White 
masters. Teach them how the thieving 
Gringos stole half of the United States from 
the peace-loving Mestizos and the other half 
from the Native Americans, and about how 
the Yankee imperialists economically 
exploited the cultured, altruistic peoples of 
Asia. 

Instead of having them read the stuffy 
literature of dead, White males, give them a 
big dose of lesbian resentment against our 
patriarchal society. Immerse them in 
Ebonics and the ravings of Black nation- 
alists. Teach them that in music Puffy 
Combs and Dr. Dre really have it all over 
Mozart and Beethoven. Make their heads 
spin. Condition them to become “active 


participants in our pluralistic, democratic 
society,” as Judge Duggan said. But be sure 
the metal detectors are working, because not 
everyone reacts well to the conditioning. 


Promotors of ‘diversity’ poison 


In past broadcasts I have emphasized the 
Jewish role in this destructive business of 
diversity-mongering — and, indeed, one can 
hardly over-emphasize that role, because the 
media under Jewish control have been the 
major driving force behind the ‘diversity-is- 
our-strength’ propaganda campaign. But we 
should note that the Jews are not the only 
ones promoting this destructive wickedness. 

It really hurts me to talk about this, but 
the fact is that a very substantial portion of 
the White people who should be providing 
leadership for us now have turned against 
their own race — and it’s not just the judges 
and the politicians and the bureaucrats. 
Much of the rest of the White élite — the 
wealthy and the powerful and the influential 
— have sided with the Jewish media bosses 
in the campaign to force diversity on the 
rest of us. In some cases the reason for this 
treason is religious or ideological. Although 
there undoubtedly is a correlation between 
wealth and intelligence, wealth alone does 
not guarantee independence of mind, nor 
does it guarantee principled behaviour. Just 
as there are blue-collar lemmings and white- 
collar lemmings, there also are some very 
wealthy lemmings. 

Beyond this, I am sorry to say, there still 
is much class prejudice, socio-economic 
prejudice, in America and also in other 
White countries. Just as there are people 
who are resentful by nature and hate anyone 
they perceive as having more than they 
have, or being more talented or better 
looking or more successful, so also are there 
snobs, who really believe that their wealth 
makes them better and more deserving than 
those who have less wealth. They really 
believe that they don’t need the rest of their. 
race. They believe that they can continue to 
be wealthy and privileged on their own 
strength alone. They do not see themselves 
as merely a small and temporary part of 
something larger and more permanent and 
infinitely more important than themselves. 
They are completely self-centered. They 
support the open-borders policy being 
pushed by liberals and the Jewish media 
because it ensures that they will have not 
only cheaper labor in their factories but also 
a steady supply of gardeners for their 
estates; cooks and cleaning women for their 
mansions; chauffeurs for their limousines. 
Their attitude is that the competition from 
non-Whites will keep the working-class 
Whites in their place and compel them to 
work a little harder for a little less pay. 

Even the prospect of large-scale misceg- 
enation does not displease them. Blending 
the non-wealthy Whites with the non- 


Whites to produce a coffee-colored 
working class increases the distance 
between the masses and the élite, and 
magnifies their own sense of superiority. In 
other words, they believe, with Judge 
Duggan, that conditioning for life in a 
“multi-cultural, democratic” world is what’s 
good for the hoi polloi — but of course, not 
for the élite! 

We’re all familiar with the phrase 
‘limousine liberal’. Unfortunately, it’s not 
just wealthy liberals who believe that the 
social experiments they’re perfectly willing 
to impose on working-class and middle- 
class Whites shouldn’t be imposed on them 
and their rich friends. There are all too 
many rich conservatives with the same 
attitude. For them, pushing for more diver- 
sity in America means being able to wrap 
themselves in the cloak of Political Correct- 
ness and having a favorable press — or at 
least, avoiding the unfavorable press which 
is an ever-present hazard for rich conser- 
vatives who do not support Politically 
Correct policies. Just like the rich liberals, 
their attitude is: Yes, indeed, force the 
working-class White kids to go to school 
with Blacks and mestizos if that’s what the 
Jewish media demand, but my kids will go 
to private schools in Switzerland with 
personal bodyguards. 


Race above class 


I’m sure that wealthy people weren’t 
always inclined toward race treason the way 
so many today are. In normal times the 
wealthy were much more connected to the 
other social classes. The wealthy may have 
been selfish, they may have been unfair, but 
they understood that they were part of the 
race. They understood that their fate was 
tied to that of the other social classes. They 
were at least as concerned about the fate of 
the nation, the fate of the race, as any 
member of the middle class. They identified 
with their nation and with their race. But 
today most of them do not. They are as 
alienated as everyone else. The attitude of 
the wealthy, like that of the other classes, 
has become: “It’s every man for himself.” . 

And when I imagine myself in their 
shoes, I think I can understand that attitude. 
They look at the absolutely insane 
behaviour of our society, of our govern- 
ment, and most of our people. It scares the 
hell out of them, just the way it does any 
non-lemming, any person still able to think 
for himself, regardless of his social class. 
They see the government refusing to enforce 
its own immigration laws. They see our 
cities filling up with non-Whites from the 
Third World, and nobody’s doing anything 
and nobody’s doing anything to stop it. 

The media are telling everyone it’s wonder- 
ful that we’re getting so much more ‘diver- 
sity’. The government is telling everyone 
it’s wonderful. The Christian preachers are 


telling everyone it’s wonderful. And the 
lemmings are parroting what they hear: 
“Isn’t it wonderful that we’ re getting so 
much more diversity!” 

The wealthy man observes this insanity, 
and he thinks to himself: “Everyone else 
may be crazy, but I don’t have to let this 
insanity destroy me and my family. I'll just 
use my wealth to insulate myself from it. 
Why should I worry what all of these insane 
people do to themselves, as long as I can 
escape from it myself? Our civilisation is 
sinking fast, but fortunately I have a life- 
boat, and it’s every man for himself.” 


Mecca of ‘diversity’ 


And I must admit that I have come close 
to thinking that way myself. I took a trip out 
to Los Angeles not so long ago — the first 
time I'd been there since I was a graduate 
student at Caltech back in the 1950s — and 
let me tell you: if you like ‘diversity’, Los 
Angeles is the place for you to be. What a 
cesspit of ‘diversity’! The entire infra- 
structure out there is non-White: the cab 
drivers and the bus drivers and the sales 
clerks and the waiters and the cooks and the 
road crews and all of the hotel and motel 
workers. About the only White people I saw 
were a few men in business suits carrying 
briefcases. And these few Whites seem to 
have no clue as to how vulnerable they are. 
They think everything is normal, the way it 
ought to be. 

Anyway, you see people of otherwise 
normal intelligence mindlessly parroting 
such idiotic nonsense as “diversity is our 
strength” while the ravages of diversity are 
so apparent all around them, and your first 
impulse is just to give up. You think to 
yourself: a race so stupid, so blind, so easily 
and willingly manipulated and controlled, 
doesn’t deserve to survive. But then you 
remember: Hey, I’m part of that race. ’m 
not wealthy enough to have my own life- 
boat, and most of you aren’t either. We 
aren’t able to insulate ourselves with money 
from the insanity all around us. If the ship 
sinks, we drown — or get eaten by the 
sharks. We don’t have the luxury of being 
able to look down our noses at the foolish 
behaviour of the rest of our people. We are 
obliged to do something to change that 
behaviour. If we want to save ourselves, we 
must compel many others to save them- 
selves as well, whether they want to or not. 

When a man wants to save himself, the 
first thing he must do is try to understand 
his situation. When he wants to help others 
to save themselves, the first thing he must 
do is help them understand their situation. 
That is what we in the National Alliance are 
trying to do: we are trying to help all of our 
people understand their situation. That’s a 
difficult task, but also a necessary task. You 
can help with that work too. It is your 
responsibility to help. 
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ALMOST seventy years ago, 
Stanley Baldwin spoke of the 
following:- 


“The sounds of England, the tinkle of 
the hammer on the anvil in the 
country smithy, the corncrake on a 
dewy morning, the sound of the 
scythe against the whetstone, and 
the sight of a plough team coming 
over the brow of a hill, the sight that 
has been seen in England since 
England was a land, and may be seen 
in England long after the Empire has 
perished and every works in England 
has ceased to function.” 


How well does Baldwin’s prediction 
of the future for the British countryside 
bear up? Well, the Empire is long gone 
and while the free-market Thatcherites 
had a damned good go at closing every 
works in Britain they didn’t quite 
succeed in shutting them all. But today 
the time-honoured vision of the eternal 
Britain has been replaced by the fouler 
sights, smells and sounds of a self- 
inflicted calamity. 

So Baldwin was quite poetic but 
ultimately wrong, and rural Britain is to 
be forced into change, by a combin- 
ation of market forces and disease. 
Rider Haggard and Henry Williamson 
were to be rather more correct with 
their regretful prophesies that retrib- 
ution would eventually come to a 
country that despoiled its land and 
people. And so it has proved. 

The sealed-off countryside seems in 
tune with New Labour’s despotic 
streak — as if it were not bad enough 
having a finance-driven one-party 
State, we now have to put up with 
police on roped-off roads, like some- 
thing out of a tinpot African or South 
‘American dictatorship.

know all about this, of course. But 
they have kept to the silence imposed 
by official d/ktat — for otherwise they 
would rapidly become unemployed 
scientists! 

Oddly enough, inthe Victorian era 
foot-and-mouth disease wasn’t any 
great danger. In those days the com- 
plaint was known as ‘murrain’ and was 
cured quite easily by careful husbandry 
and application of zinc oxide. The 
death rate was under 1 per cent — a big 
difference from the 100-per-cent death 
rate of today — even for uninfected 
animals — caused by the ghoulish mass 
slaughter perpetrated by the Ministry 
of Agriculture. This policy can be seen 
as even more ridiculous when one 
considers that vaccine has been avail- 
able, but unused. The ostensible 
reason given has been that this would 
endanger food exports. But what on 
earth is the point of exporting, when 
imports and exports roughly balance 
out? Why is there such a bias against 
self-sufficiency, especially when foot- 
and-mouth disease was brought into 
this country with imported meat from 
China, which ended up in pigswill? The 
public have never heard of autarchy, 
and it’s a dirty word to the android civil 
servants of the Treasury. 

It’s more than just agriculture, you 
see. It’s the failure of an entire political 
class and system, a system which has 
abandoned its people and sold out to 
‘the market’. As Hugo Young has 
commented: “Gazing up at Big Ben

ORIGINS IN ‘FREE MARKET’ 


As with BSE, when one looks 
closely, all details of the current out- 
break are directly related to the manic 
free-marketeering inflicted on this 
country for two decades. The practice 
of making pigswill from catering waste 
should have been outlawed under 
recommendations made in the wake of 
the previous BSE disaster. Instead, the 
men from the Ministry decided the cost 
would be prohibitive, thus unwittingly 
unleashing another highly expensive 
disaster. If this were a fictional novel, 
everyone would think it was too far- 
fetched to be published. 

Tons of illegal and contaminated 
meat arrives every week through the 
ports, and especially the airports: a 
trade which has carried on all through 
the foot-and-mouth outbreak. The 
desire to make a quick buck overrides 
all other considerations. Farming in the 
globalised economy, against cut-price 
imports, is not healthy competition but 
rotten competition. When margins are 
So tight, a trivial disease can become a 
deadly matter. A few farmers may 
have made foolish decisions, but on 
the whole they have been forced into 
an unenviable position, trapped into a 
corner by forces they mostly don’t 
understand. 

The larger farmers may now be 
reduced to dependency on state aid 
and grants, while it may be the final 
end of hundreds of smaller farms, 
including many which have been run 
by the same families for centuries. This 
is not to mention the hauliers, dairy 
workers, auctioneers, shopkeepers 
and hoteliers who'll all be badly aff- 
ected by the debacle. Is it all an 
accident — or is there a more sinister 
explanation?

Those who 
fondly imagine that such things don’t 
happen should consider the example of 
the miners, when an entire industry 
was virtually destroyed for no com- 
pelling economic reason but just to 
Satisfy a desire for vengeance amongst 
the ‘high ups’ in the Tory Party.

never known a more formidable brain 
nor a more truly compassionate human 
being. From the many other worthwhile 
male contenders, it is Dickens (for 
character drawing) and Trollope (for the 
cutting turn of phrase) who stand out 
from the crowd. Unfortunately the latter 
admitted, perhaps rather foolishly, that 


he was wont to set himself a stint, a target 
of writing a given number of words in an 
allotted time, which tended to under- 
value work of outstanding quality. As I 
implied earlier, we each have our 
preferences, and that is as it should be. 
However, I believe that, in The Last 
Chronicle of Barset, the interview 
between the impoverished Reverend 
Crawley and his Bishop, abetted if 
scarcely aided by the bishop’s mons- 
trous spouse, comes close to literary 
perfection. Then, as we approach the end 
of the century, we encounter the strange 
gloomy figure of Thomas Hardy and his 
Wessex tales, the ultimate story , Jude the 
Obscure, being perhaps the gloomiest of 
all. 

If your literary taste leans towards 
disjointed rambling rather than polished 
prose, and if your thirst for entertain- 
ment is satisfied by the excruciatingly 
boring adventures of an Irish Jew in 
Dublin, then you may feel at home with 
Joyce’s Ulysses. Here and there we fmd 
flashes of wit coupled with some 
obscenity, though a diligent schoolboy 
delving twelve hours a day, seven days a 
week, would be hard put to find any- 
thing usefully erotic. And yet for years the 
book was banned. Maybe that helped to 
save it from oblivion. A later book, 
Finnegan’s Wake, is without merit.

IT HAS long been observed that those who 
ignore the lessons of history are doomed to 
repeat them. The lesson to be learned from 
the Balkan shambles is that forced co-habit- 
ation between disparate races and cultures 
is a certain recipe for civil war and terror- 
ism sooner or later. But liberal bigotry 
seems hell-bent on imposing its ‘melting- 
pot’ dogma on all 
European countries, 
including the United 
Kingdom, at whatever 
cost to their native 
populations and 
cultural heritage. 
Having just emerged 
from Communist 
domination, the 
Balkans are now dis- 
covering that western 
liberalism is no less 
oppressive in its conceited insistence that it 
provides a universal solvent of inter-racial 
and inter-religious differences. And yet all 
of history demonstrates that it does nothing 
of the kind; the different races and religions 
remain as stubbornly and some- times 
murderously self-assertive as they ever 
were. 

But liberal bigotry, by definition, is 
impervious to alternative viewpoints. 
Against all the evidence, it goes blundering 
on, and post-colonial history provides 
horrifying examples of the genocidal 
consequences all over the Third World as 
well as the Balkans. 

And nearer home, what else does Euro- 
federalism, Scottish, Welsh and Ulster 
separatism and multi-racialism amount to if 
not the balkanisation of Britain?

Loads of money 
but little value 


He was sent, as usual, to a 
public school, where a little 
learning was painfully beaten 
into him, and from thence to 
the university, where it was 
carefully taken out of him.

The more xenophobic 
amongst us may be delighted to 
learn that foreign students are 
gravitating to Yale and Harvard 
and away from our own ‘seats 
of learning’. However, the 
reasons, according to Kevin 
Sharpe, a history professor at 
Southampton, are actually quite 
alarming. Degree courses now 
cover far less ground in less 
depth. The quantity and quality 
of work set is much lower than 
even a decade ago. Once it was 
reasonable to assume that a 
first-year student had prev- 
iously acquired the basic skills 
necessary to begin university 
studies. But today’s students 
seem unable to tackle a book 
without a special course in 
reading and taking notes. They 
cannot concentrate on a lecture 
if there are no visual aids, and 
take-away handouts are 
provided because, once again, 
taking notes is beyond them.

A terrifying glimpse at our future 


RACE WAR IN A LANCASHIRE TOWN REACHES A LEVEL WHICH EVEN THE MEDIA CAN'T HUSH UP 


“WE have seen the multi-racial future, 
and it does not work.” Paraphrasing 
George Bernard Shaw, that might well 
be the view of the indigenous folk of 
Oldham, Lancashire, as they contem- 
plate the ghastly reality of life ina 
town where some 26,000 of the total 
population of 220,000 are Asian (this 
is, of course excluding Afro-Caribbeans 
and other non-white ethnic groups). 
Race war in Oldham has reached such 
dimensions that even the mainstream 
news media cannot keep the lid on it — 
much though they still try to sow con- 
fusion over its causes. 

And there is no doubt who is doing 
most of the warring. The statistics 
speak for themselves: two thirds of the 
victims of racial attacks in Oldham are 
white, while the vast majority of the 
attackers are young Asians. There 
were 355 of these last year — a 100 
per cent increase on the year before. 

And police can hardly conceal the 
facts because they have been among 
the victims. P.C. Jim Kennedy, a local 
constable, recently described how he 
and a colleague were set upon when on 
a patrol. “We were surrounded by a 
gang who called us names like ‘red- 
necks’ and ‘white trash’,” he said. “It 
was a blatant racist attack. 

“| used my truncheon to fend them 
off,” he continued, “but my friend was 
punched and kicked to the ground. He 
has now retired from the force. He 
never really recovered. It was the 
unprovoked nature of the assault that 
really got to him.” 

But of course this attack was one 
which the Guardian-reading classes 
who bang for ever on about Stephen 


Lawrence would prefer not to talk 
about — just like thousands of other 
vicious assaults on white people that 
are occurring every week in the 
multi-racial areas of Britain. 

In an unusually frank report in The 
Mail on Sunday (February 11th) the 
appalling story of Oldham was told, 
illustrated with a picture of young 
Asians brandishing knives and a 
young white man who nearly lost his 
hand in an attack on him last year. 

Dennis Clayton was going peace- 
fully about his business one day 
when a mob of Asians set on him 
wielding baseball bats, metal bars 
and a machete. His hand was very 
nearly severed, and doctors told him 
he was lucky not to lose it, but he 
can no longer carry on his work as a 
roofer because he cannot clasp his 
fingers properly. 

Dennis has said: “ I’m not a 
racist person, but when | walk 
through town if | see a group of 
Asians | turn my head and walk on 
quickly because | don’t know 
whether they are part of the gang 
who beat me.” 

And no doubt there are many other 
white Oldham residents who would 
protest that they are “not racist” but 
who have not been saved by that fact 
from vicious assaults and debilitating 
injuries. 

Like the 66-year-old white man who 
was waylaid in the Werneth district of 
the town and punched several times by 
a mob shouting: “Die, you white 
bastard, die!” Sergeant David Cooper 
of the police Racial Incident Unit said: 
“The man was mentally destroyed by

SIR: In an article about the armed forces 
that appeared in the March issue of Spear- 
head, you said: “We can only hope and 
pray that, with the present lunatics in 
charge of British defence policy, this 
country does not find itself in a serious war 
with a powerful and dangerous enemy.” 
The reality behind these words put me in 
mind of Anthony Beevor’s Stalingrad — and 
if any of your readers are not yet acquainted 
with this book may | urge them to get hold 
of a copy. 

The German defeat at the Battle of Stalin- 
grad in the winter of 1942/43 was a 
decisive (some would say the most 
decisive) event in the Second World War, 
and Beevor’s stunning account of that 
battle and its associated harsh realities is 
well worth reading. For the principal lesson 
in the book is that, faced with a powerful 
and dangerous enemy, in order to survive 
one must also be powerful and dangerous. 
The alternative is to cease to exist. 

And such an enemy wouldn’t even break 
stride as it swept aside the gaggle of Tony 
Blair stereotypes that this present Govern- 
ment would have as an army. There’s 
nothing wrong with soldiers as aid workers 
when we are dealing with a national dis- 
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aster, but it’s entirely the wrong face to 
present to the world when our troops are 
sent overseas here, there and everywhere 
in the same capacity. Defending Britain and 
its vital interests is well beyond the power 
of aid workers — isn’t that obvious to 
anyone with an ounce of common sense? 

In the Battle of Stalingrad, Stalin was 
determined to halt Hitler’s advance, and he 
threw everything into the defence of the 
city. A veteran Red Army officer said: “We 
Russians were ideologically prepared for 
the battle of Stalingrad. We had no illusions 
about the cost, and we were prepared to 
pay it.” No less than 13,000 Red Army 
soldiers were executed during the battle — 
not by the Germans but by their own side! 
This was for cowardice or mere irresolution 
in the fight. Soldiers were even deemed 
guilty if they failed to shoot comrades who 
tried to surrender. 

These are the kinds of methods that 
powerful and dangerous enemies use to get 
their way. What chance would an army of 
effeminate egalitarians have against that?

SIR: Gerald Webb’s letter about the docu- 
mentary concerning The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion was interesting. | saw it too. 
As the writer makes clear, the case for the 
Protocols theme has never rested upon the 
question of whether, strictly speaking, 
there actually was a meeting of the 
‘Learned Elders’ as suggested in the text, 
or whether the minutes of the meeting 
were taken down and subsequently 
released to the world. This seems an 
unlikely scenario, for it is hardly probable 
that the ‘Elder’ to whom the words are 
attributed would ever have been so explicit 
in his statement of the policies in question, 
let alone that anyone would have permitted 
their circulation in writing afterwards. 
What gives The Protocols the ring of 
authenticity is that they describe what has 
actually been happening — in one country 
after another — over the past century or so. 
Even here, we should not expect these 
events to correspond exactly with what the 
‘Learned Elder’ was supposed to have said; 
it should be sufficient that in broad outline 
they are uncanninly similar. My guess is 
that the document was authored by a non- 
Jew who was an acutely perceptive 
observer of the behaviour of Jewish power 
groups in the world of finance and politics 
sometime in the second half of the 19th 
century, and that he decided to portray in 
fictional form the realities of human affairs 
in those times — just as, as Mr. Webb has 
indicated, is the habit of great serious 
novellists. It could well be that this author 
— whoever he (or she) may have been — 
was not a person of absolute scruple, but 
used a small lie to illustrate a much larger 
truth. The conviction of the author could 
well have been that, since the plans 
described in the document were utterly 
unscrupulous, a little abandonment of 
scruple was justified in their exposure. It 
could also have been that the author 
decided that, presented in the neat form 
they appeared in The Protocols, they would 
be more easily understood by the audience 
at which the document was aimed.

IAN BUCKLEY reports from Merseyside on the demise of Cammell Laird 


IN the February issue of Spearhead | 
forecast the closure of the once- 
thriving shipyard of Cammell Laird on 
Merseyside. This prediction unfortun- 
ately proved to be all too accurate, 
with management calling in the 
receivers on April 11th. The workers 
who filed out of the gates to face an 
uncertain future are merely the latest 
victims after the miners and steel- 
workers of a British Government (I 
don’t distinguish between any of the 
recent ones) which seems to take 
delight in waging deliberate economic 
violence against its own citizens. Next 
in line are the farmers, we may 
presume... 

You want proof of 
governmental neglect or 
worse? Last October the 
Ministry of Defence ignored 
requests from Cammell Laird 
for it to be given an order to 
build some military ferries. But 
the Ministry, which of course 
is already fully informed about 
the financial plight of the 
Birkenhead shipbuilders, 
preferred instead to give the 
order to a German yard. 

A situation comparable with 
many other examples, but 
especially with the sale of 
Rolls Royce. Would any other 
country in the world, however 
poor and humble, behave in 


such an asinine and suicidal way? 
Likewise the Department of Trade and 
Industry failed to provide any help with 
a funding deal when the American firm 
Luxus wanted to have two cruise ships 
built by Cammell Laird. Just as much 
as the fiasco with the refitting of the 
Costa Classica, what really finally 
doomed Lairds was capital debt and 
interest repayments. Again, we ask: 
why should the Government be 
prepared to see industries go to the 
wall when they could be saved so 
easily by cheap loans or by an indus- 
trial bank?

more major assets pass out of British 
control. Just a few weeks ago, Power- 
gen — almost one half of the entire 
electrical generating capacity of this 
country — was taken over by the 
German firm of E-ON. The sum paid by 
E-ON was £10 billion, all very fine and 
dandy for the short-term financial 
interests of the management and 
shareholders, of course. But what do 
takeovers like that imply for the long- 
term future of these islands? In the 
‘division of labour’ for the new global 
order, are we already marked down as 
just an off-shore European cheap 
labour colony? 

The men leaving Lairds after the 
receivers were called in were 
scathing in their condemnation 
of the ineptitude and down- 
right malevolence that had 
caused their plight. Birkenhead 
would be a ghost town, they 
said. Another shouted “New 
Labour, you've had your last 
votes here!” 

It seems that the public are 
ready for change — absolutely 
at the end of their tether with 
the two main parties. Both of 
which are equally and com- 
pletely loathed, despised and 
hated for their craven and 
absolute submission to 
globalism.
